GOES TO BUCKINGHAM PALACE 


ROYALTY TURNS OUT TO GUVS 


THE CROWDS NOT SO LARGE 


AS WHBN TH3S OITY VOLUN- 


TEERS RETURNED, 


London, Jan. 3*—Lord Boberts to- 


day received a right royal welcome 
on his return to London after a year's 
absence in South Africa. 


The crowds were not so dense nor 


so demonstrative as during the re- 
cent war celebrations, 
but people 


paid from three to ten guineas for 
seats on Piccadilly and St. James 
street balconies. 


Stately 
mansions 
like 
Apsley 


house, Lord Rothschild's 
and the 


•duke of Devonshire's were crowded 
with notable personages, but there 
prevailed on all sides a feeling that 
*the progress of the campaign did not 
warrant triumphal ovations, though 
tills in no respect detracted from the 
affection with which the little field 
marshal was greeted. 


It was as a man, rather than as a 


general, 
that 
London welcomed 


"Bobs." 


"Ain*t he brown?'* said people in 


the crowd. But brown or white, big 
or little, the reception accorded Lord 
[Roberts proved that there is no bet- 
tter loved figure in public life in 
England than the present command- 
•er-in-chief. 


He was everywhere greeted with 


real affection. 
His modest bearing 


and the care with which he saluted 
pn all sides today along the route 
£urth»er endeared him to the people. 


Lord Roberts was in fudl uniform, 


but behind his carriage his staff fol- 
lowed in khaki. They and six In- 
dian orderlies in magnificent, semi- 
•barbaric uniforms, 
were the only 


•picturesque features of 'the little 
procession. 
The fact that his per- 


conal escort consisted of the Tenth 
hussars, which regiment Lord Ross- 
lyn and others have accused of cow- 
ardice at Saunas posts, was taken to 
indicate Lord Roberts' express desire 
to exculpate the hussars from any 
blame, besides paying a tribute to 
the prince of Wales, 
who is their 


honorary colonel. 


Such an array of royal personages 


has seldom tamed out to do honor to 
a subject* 


The procession from P&ddington to 


Buckingham palace proceeded with- 
out a hitch in spite of the fog. 


The memory of the recent accidents 


on the occasion of the return of the 
City imperial volunteers kept many 
persons away. With the exception of 
one or two points along the route the 
crowds never assumed huge propor- 
tions. 


Those present -at the luncheon at 


Buckinham palace, where the cere- 
monies ended, consisted of fifty per- 
sons, about twenty of whom were of 
royal blood and thirty were of the 
nobility, the latter including Lord 
Salisbury, -the duke of Devonshire, 
Lord Wolseley and a majority of the 
members of the cabinet.

A SENSATIONAL STATEMENT 


TE'LLS B1QW LARGER WAS MIABE 


TO QUIT OABIN3JT. 


Lansing, 
Mich,, Jan. 3.—Both 


houses of the Michigan legislature 
assembled in joint session today to 
hear the ex-inaugural message of 
Governor Pingree and the inaugural 
message of Governor 
Bliss. 


Mr, Pingree prefaced his message 


with some extemporaneous remarks, 
n which he attacked the courts, leg- 
slature 
and the press. 
He also 


urgyad the legislature to appropriate 
sufficient money to amply pay the 
expenses of the government, say*ii£ 
t lias cost him $40,000 during tiis 
'our ynrs7 term. 


AN APPALLING DOCUMENT. 
'Ihe reading of his message, wMc-i 


consisted 
of 
ninety-five 
priv ted 


pages, took almost four hours. 


Ex-Governor Pingree took up the 


subject of uequal taxation" at the 
beginning of the message and re- 
viewed all the steps that have been 
aken to date towards increasing the 
amount of taxes paid by railroads 
and other corporations. 


After mentioning the failure of the 


senate, 
which has always opposed 


his taxation bills, at the last special 
essioa of the legislature in Decem- 
ber to pass the railroad taxation bill 
passed by the house, the governor 
aid: 
"The lesson to be drawn from this 


history of the contest for equal tax- 
ation is that if the people wish this 
great problem to be 
satisfactorily 


settled, they must condense their ef- 
!orts on the election of a senate which 
shall be less subject to seductive ar- 
guments of the railroad and other 
wealthy and powerful interests and 
more respectful to the wishes of the 
people," 


The message urged the legislature 


to adopt the resolution adopted by 
he legislature of Pennsylvania, re- 
questing congress to call a conven- 
iori for the purpose 
of proposing 


an amendment to the constitution to 
provide for the election of United 
States senators by popular vote. 


Discussing the question, the mes- 


sage said: 


<4The cases of Hanna in Ohio, Car- 


ter in Montana and our own discour- 
aging and disgraceful 
experiences 


furnish the most powerful and con- 
vincing argument in behalf of popu- 
ar elections. It is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that the 
office is 


sought by wealthy men, not so much 
for the alleged honor, as the oppor- 
tunity which it offers for financial 
profit and commercial advantage not 
only through stock exchange specula- 
tion, but in other and less legitimate 
ways." 


After discussing a number of mat- 


ters of state interest and making rec- 
ommendation in regard to them, ex- 
Governor Pingree said in conclusion: 


"My experience during my politi- 


cal life, extending over a period of 
twelve years, has convinced me that 
in order to secure the full commenda- 
tion of those who consider themselves i 
the 'better classes/ the governor and 
other high officials must do nothing 
to antagonize the great corporations 
and the wealthy people. I am sat- 
isfied that I could have had the as- 
sistance and support of the 'best cit- 
izens' and our 'best society/ and of 
the press of the state generally if I 
had upheld those who have for years 
attempted to control legislation in 
their own interest to the end that 
they might be relieved from sharing 
equally with the poor and lowly the 
burden of taxation. 
I would have 


been pronounced a good fellow and 
a great statesman. 


"The memory of the treatment of 


General Alger by the press of the 
country and his removal from the 
cabinet is fresh in the minds of all. 
I was informed by General 
Alger 


himself one of the main reasons for 
the opposition to him was because 
he had ignored 
the claims of the 


great steamboat interests, with rep- 
resentatives in New York city. The 
matter of sending something 
like 


50,000 Spaniards to Spain came up 
and the general advertised for bids 
for transportation. 
The tenders of 


the different companies, submitted 
by their New York representatives, 
were exactly alike; so much for of* 
ficera of a certain rank; io much lor 


other officers, and so much for pri- 
vates—showing a combination and 
agreement 
between the companies. 


The bids which the general received 
from Spain were less than half of 
those offered by the New York syn- 
dicate and the contract was theiefore 
awarded to the Spanish vessels. 


"That was the turning point in 


the assault against the general, be- 
cause he would not toady to the com- 
panies represented in New York and 
show them special favors. The press 
directed its venomous attacks at me 
because I defended General Alger. 


ill use this as an illustration to 


show how powerful is the influence 
of those who have resolved on the 
policy of rule or ruin. 


"This has been 
my experience 


while holding the office of governor. 
Every large interest that I have an- 
tagonized during my fight for equal 
taxation has been arrayed 
against 


me and the allies of those interests— 
the newspapers of the 
state—have 


lost no opportunity to attempt to 
draw the minds of the people from 
the real issue by making personal 
attacks on me and publishing ma- 
licious and wilful libels, and to belit- 
tle my efforts and bring me into dis- 
repute in order that the present sys- 
tem of unjust, inequitable and in- 
iquitous laws' might still lemain in 
force, to the'detriment of the great 
masses of the laboring classes and 
farmers and tihose of small properties 
who are unable to speak and act for 
themselves. 


"I make th^ prediction that, unless 


those in charge and in whose hands 
legislation is reposed, do not change 
the present system of inequality, in 
less than a 
quarter of a century 


there will be a bloody revolution in 
this great country of ours." 


GOV. 
BLISS' MESSAGE. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Pingrco's 


message Governor Bliss* message \vas 
read. 


Governor Bliss in 
his 
message 


urged on the legislators the advisa- 
bility of economy in all appropria- 
tions and suggested a short session 
of the legislature in the interest of 
economy. 
On the subject of taxa- 


tion Governor Bliss said: 


"Believing that the people decire 


that all property now paying specific 
taxes shall be assessed in like man- 
ner with other property, I recommend 
that the legislators have the neces- 
sary machinery for the assessing 
and collection of taxes on this prop- 
erty upon an ad valorem basis. 


"There should be no hasty consid- 


eration of this question, however, ror 
in the interests of hundreds of mil- 
lions of property it is no slight one." 


Among other things the legislature 


was recommended to give its atten- 
tion to the sale of cigarettes, 
On 


this subject Governor Bliss said: 


"I -advise the most stringent legis- 


lation possible, in order that the sale 
of cigarettes may be discouraged, if 
not prohibited."

TO RATIFY AFRICAN TREATY. 


Christian 
influence, 
widespread 


and powerful, has been brought to 
bear 
upon the 
senate to have 
it 


ratify ths treaty that binds the Uni- 
ted States to the prohibition of in- 
toxicants in Africa between 20 de- 
grees north latitude and 22 degrees 
south latitude. This influence has 
come in the form of petitions and 
personal appeals 
Speaking on this 


subject Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts, head 
of the reform bureau, says: 


"It is proposed that the treaty al- 


ready favorably reported by ths for- 
eign relations committee, shall be 
ratified, with ths Lodge resolution 
as a rider, •inviting1 all nations to 
complete protection of native races 
everywhere. The housR will be asked 
to share in the same world movement 
by making- its initial act the passage 
of the Gillette bill to protect the New 
Hebrides against American rum and 
guns." 


The treaty has already been rati- 


fied by Germany, Belgium, Spain, 


iongo Free State, 
France, 
Great 


Britain, Italy, Russia, Sweden and 
Norway, Holland, Portugal and Tur- 
key. Dr. Crafts states that the com- 
mittee on foreign relations is favor- 
ably 'disposed to the plan to have con- 
gress on reassembling, ratify this 
treaty as its first official act, and 
thus sound the keynote of temper- 
ance in. the twentieth century. 


The Lodge resolution, to which ref- 


erence is made above, is th's follow- 
in: 


"Resolved, That in the opinion of 


this body the time has come when 
uncivilized people everywhere s'hould 
be protected against the destructive 
traffic iu intoxicants, opium and fire- 
arms, by the enactment of such laws 
and the rushing of such treaties as 
will effectually prohibit the sale ot 
these articles to aboriginal tribes.""

and brought with him all the ear- 
marks of satisfied prosperity. 
He 


left there years ago and engaged in 
various pursuits, eventually drifting 
into the orient. He was in Japan, 
China and finally landed in the little 
kingdom of Korea. It was there that 
fortune began to smile most graci- 
ously upon him. 
He secured some 


valuable mining concessions, pros- 
pered greatly and report has 'him now 
worth from hundreds of thousands 
to a million dollars. In the mines in 
which he is interested hundreds and 
thousands of men are employed and 
one of the objects of Mr* Hunt's re- 
turn to the place of his nativity was 
to enlist the services of a number of 
sturdy, brawny Americans to work 
in his eastern possessions, Ex-Con- 
gressman McNagny has been acting 
as his agent and in a day or two any- 
where from sixty to a hundred men 
will present themselves at Columbia 
City for examination. 
Those who 


are accepted for service will leave Co- 
lumbia Ci'fcy for Vancouver on Sat- 
urday, fiom which port they will sail 
for Korea one week from Wednesday. 
Among them will be engineers, en- 
gineers' assistants, signal men, com- 
mon laborers, etc. 
All this state- 


ment, besides its news value, is pre- 
liminary to something to follow. 
The Journal-Gazette this morning 
has the following regarding Marvin 
Kuhns, the much-talked-of convict, 
which is interesting in this connec- 
tion: 


"Representative George W. Louttit, 


who is engaged in an effort to pro- 
cure from Uhe Ohio authorities a 
parole for Marvin Kuhns, yesterday 
received a letter from John Kuhns, a 
brother of Marvin, stating that the 
fugitive is no longer an honored 
guest at his home, but has left for 
other parts. 
As to where Marvin 


Kuhns may be found in case he is 
wanted, the letter did not state, and 
the inference is that Marvin has de- 
cided1 to withdraw himself a little 
more from pu'blic attention. Since 
the 
Columbus 
authorities 
have 


evinced a little more activity in the 
matter by increasing the amount of 
the reward and by corresponding 
with officials in this and neighboring 
counties, the belief has spread that 
should a good opportunity offer, Mar- 
vin would again be landed behind the 
bars at Columbus, and there are some 
who have acquired the belief that a 
plot is quietly forming to take 
Kuhns by surprise by leading him to 
believe that no attention is payed to 
him by the authorities. This same 
belief may have induced Kuhns to 
again seek safety in flight. His rel- 
atives and friends near Albion are 
probably kept informed as to his 
whereabouts, and in case (he is needed 
for any purpose not detrimental to 
his liberty, he will no doubt be 
within speedy reach." 


If Kuhns has left his home, he did 


so recently and it is more than likely 
that with the exception of a brief 
visit or two within the next few 
days, his familiar 'haunts in Noble 
county will know him no more for 
years to come, Charles M. Hill, of 
Toledo, 
a traveling man 
selling 


school supplies and dealing largely 
with school and township trustees, 
was in the city yesterday and related 
to The Sentinel an interesting inter- 
view he had with Marvin Kuhns on 
Monday last, Mr. Hill was in Woble 
county at that time and had occasion 
to call on Homer Strangland, the 
trustee of Noble township, in the in 
terest of his firm. At the trustee's 
house, toasting his shins comfortably 
before the fire, he met the noted crim- 
inal. He was introduced by Mr. 
Strangland, but Kuhns, instead of 
shaking hands, stepped backward 
and placed his back toward the wall. 


"And so you are Marvin Kuhns, 


are you?" said Mr. Hill.

Kuhns, eyeing him suspiciously. 


"Don't be alarmed,'* said Hill, no-

WORK OF AMERICAN BOARD OF 


FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Much Has B&en Accomplished in 


Japan—Hatred of the Gospel 


Found in Spain. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 3.—The nine- 


teenth annual report of the American 
board of foreign missions was made 
public today. The 
donations 
re- 


ceived during the year aggregated 
$317,913. 


The report says: 
"During the last decade the num- 


ber of organized churches in 
the 


Marathi mission, India, has in- 
creased from 33, with 2,115 mem- 
bers, to 46, with a membership of 
3,935. 


"All departments of evangeliza- 


tion unite in the 260 Sunday schools, 
with 7,660 pupils, scattered through- 
out the entire field of mission. 


"By the operation of new treaties 


missionaries can reside m all parts 
of the empire of Japan, 
and 
all 


classes of Japanese are 
becoming 


more and more accessible. 


"The call for new Christian litera- 


ture is loud and 
persistent. 
The 


Doshisha is the only school of high 
rank in Japan which has Its Chris- 
tian principles clearly set forth in 
its constitution. 


"Never before since the revolution 


that initiated the new order of things 
in Spain in the year 1869 has there 
been such open and violent hatred 
expressed against not only the gos- 
pel, but all liberalizing thought and 
action. In Granada the mob, led by 
students of the schools and univer* 
sity, two or three different times in 
the course of one month attacked the 
Protestant chapel in broad daylight, 
tearing down the sign that was in- 
side of the public door, stoned the 
house, breaking windows and» ma.k- 
ing such a noise as to alarm 
the 


neighborhood. Not until after re- 
peated complaints did the governor 
make any pretense of checking the 
scandal. This is but an illustration 
of what has taken place in the prov- 
ince of Cadiz, in Barcelona and other 
places. These movements are openly 
condemned by the liberal party in 
Spain.77

The Wabash company is defendant 


in a most peculiar suit at 'Lancaster, 
Mo. Mrs. George Birnsy asks finan- 
cial reparation for the loss by death 
of her*(husband, who, she alleges, 
contracted pneumonia through care- 
lessness of the defendant's eanpioyes. 
The circumstances as told by the 
plaintiff's attorneys are as follows 


George Birney was the 
railroad 


agent r,t Potsau, I. T.

severe attack of intercostal neural- 
gia and upon the advice of physi- 
cians was sent to -St. Louis, at which 
point he was placed upon a Wabasl 
train to be transported to Lancaster. 
The train left the station about or, 
time the morning of February 28th, 
the day of the big snow, anci as It 
advanced toward the intBrier of the 
state 'began to 
encounter 
trouble 


with the drifts. 
At last it iiad to 


stop east of Martinsville, because 
passen'ger train that left the night 
bsfore was snow-bound in a long cut 
ahe-ad. 
The cut was 10 feet desp 


and covered over as smoothly as if 
same one had placed a white sheet 
over it. The engine of the rear train 
was uncoupled amd helped the for- 
ward train to buck

Mrs. Birney, in her petition, 


alleges that her sick husband fraci 
to remain in a car without heat, anci 
scarcely anything to eat for twenty- 
four hours, and by reason of this con- 
tracted pneumonia and

hemorrhage three days after reach- 
ing Lancaster. The railroad's answer 
is that the snow storm—the most 
violent that ever passed over Missou- 
ri—was an act of Providence that 
could not be foreseen and guarded 
against, and that its employes did 
everything possible to get the snow-; 
bound trains out of the drift in the 
shortest possible time. Many of the 
snow-bound passengers will be sub- 
poenaed and asked to give thedr ex- 
periences on the rail in a Missouri 
blizzard.

set it aside. It appears to be direct- 
ed toward reopening the word "irre- 
vocable" and securing more definite 
and, if possible, more moderate con-

volved.

for negotiation,

there was little chance of the 
pa 


tient's recovery. Later Mr. Donnelly 
passed away, surrounded by a num- 
ber of his relatives. From the flrsi 
they had understood that he could 
not live, as he was well advancet 
-in years, bsing nearly seventy years 
of age, and it was a sorrowful little 
group that watched by the bedside 
as the man whose name had brough 
honor to the state of Minnesota lay 
gasping out tha last faint spark of 
life. Ho died at 12:30 o'clock in the 
morning 
without 
regaining 
con- 


sciousness. 


Ignatius Donnelly, known as "Tin 


sage of Miningcr," had-been 
con- 


spicuous hi the political and literary 
field for many years. 
Mr, Donnelly 


came to Minnesota thirty-five years 
ago and since that time had been a 
member of both houses of the state 
legislature and represented Ills dis- 
trict, in congress. 
During his many 


years in the state legislature he was 
a power. He was an able orator, al- 
ways had an answer ready and rarely 
failed to turn the laugh upon his op- 
ponents. 
He Imd pronounced ideas 


ruid during his political career hat 
been a member of u«iuly evury po- 
litical party known in the atato. 


Mr. Donnelly was mi able and deep 


thinker and he 
was 
a thorough 


Shakespearean scholar. 
His many 


efforts in the literary line have been 
well received and ho Is famous for Ills 
writings all over the country. 


For tho last few years he had been 


bitterly opposed to the policy of the 
democratic party and at the last gen- 
eral election he was a candidate for 
vice president oil tho middlc-of-the 
road populist ticket. 


Ho was active during the 
cam- 


paign and spoke in Minneapolis nnd 
other cities of tho sta-te a number of 
times. Mr. Donnelly married about 
three years ago Miss 
Hanson, 


daughter of Barton Hanson, of this 
city, and since that time they have 
made their home in Minneapolis, al- 
though Mr. Do-nnelly owned Severn! 
farms, where they spent considerable 
time. He had lived in Hastings and 
tn St. Paul and was widely known 
throughout the state. 
Since his 


affiliation 
with the middle-of-th 


road party lie had earnestly espoused 
its principles. He was bitter towards 
trusts and combinations of all kinds, 
and was an ardent supporter of the 
political code in economic and social 
questions as set forth, in what is 
known as the "Omaha platform. 


Ignatius Donnelly was 
born 
in 


Philadelphia, on Nov. 3, 1831, and 
was graduated from 
tiic 
Central 


High school in 1849. 
He was ad- 


mitted to the bar in 1852 nn 
105G emigrated to 'Minnesota; wns 
lieutenant governor and governor of 
i'ho state, 1859-63; lor several years 
was president of tha State Farmers' 
Alliance, nnd presided over the na- 
tional convention which nominated 
Peter Cooper for president, in 187£. 
He founded, and edited two reform 
journals, was many times a member 
of the house and. sflnr.to in the Min- 
nesota legislature, and only last year 
wns vice presidential candidate on 
the populist ticket. 
His -Baconian 


theory of tho origin of the Greene, 
Marlowe nnd Shakespeare plays, well 
elucidated "The Great Cryptogram,-' 
was still further exemplified in hi.3 
jook published in November, 1899, 
'Tho Cypher in the Plays and on tlie 
Tombstone," in which -he declares 
that indubitable proof of the truth 
of his theory will be found if the

his 
historical writings 
covering 


much of the ground by the plays, 
and certain passages from the plays 
themselves, notably "The Tempest,' 
were accepted by a few as evldenci 
that Francis Bacon was the real au- 
thor. 
Then too, Bacon's arrest am 


imprisonment in the Tower for thir 
teen unmcntioned charges othar th?.n 
that of malfeasance 
in office were 


taken to mean-that he 'had written 
things unpleasant to tlie king nn% 
court, and that these things mi 
have connection with tlie play*. 


Delia Bacon, an American writer 


spent the years 1854-58 nt Strath 
ford and St. Albans, and on her re 
turn to America gave impetus to tlie 
theory of the Baconian "book pu'j 
liphod in the year of her death, 1859 
This book fell into Mr. Donnelly's 
hands. He was even tihen a profound 
Shakespearean scholar, and invest! 
gated her assertions with a view to 
disprove 'them. He became convincsc 
of the truth of her contentions, nnd 
wrote voluminously in tiieir support 
In- "The Great Cryptogram" he np 
plies Bacon's biliterol cipher, as es 
plained In De Augtmentis, to tin 
tombstone inscription evolves the 
sentence, "Francis Bacon .wrote the 
Green, Marlowe nnd Shakespeare 
plays." Tlie same cipher, applied tc 
the text of -the original editions o; 
the books, developed many equallj 
remarkable statements. 


In his second book, referred to 


above, Mr. Donnelly ndvnnces tin 
theory that there is n metallic casket 
to be found in Bacon's grave, ii 
which will bo found papers proving 
the truth of the translated ins-crip 
tion. Among his 
other 
writing- 


were "Atlantis," designated to prov< 
the antediluvian existence of a grc.r 
island, peopled with a race of fliighli 
civilized men, in tlie middle of tlu 
Atlantic ocean, and that its deetruc 
tlon gave rice to the Stories of tin 
deluge, found nmong nil peoples, 'and 
various works on sociology and of n 
semi-scientific nature. In addition ti 
his other political honors. Mr. Don- 
neily served one term in congress 
where his oratorical ability gVrve him 
marked influence. 


He was twice married. 
His first 


wife was Kntherino McCaffrey, whom 
ho married in Philadelphia, in 1855 
She died In 1894, and in 1898, on 
February 22, he married Miss Marion 
Hnnson, who survives. 
Mr. Don- 


nelly's sister, Eleanor Celin Donnelly 
born in 1838, is the foremost living 
Catholic poet of the day.

by tha fact that during the Paris 
exposition a large number of young 
men appeared in Paris wearing "Ir.- 
edpcudence of Canada" buttons," and 
an attempt was made to connect J. I. 
Tarte and J. X. Ferrault, the Cana- 
dian commissioners, with tho move- 
ment because a number of indepen- 
dence buttons were among the spoilt 
recovered from men who had bur- 
glarized Mr. Pcrrault's houss. 


Mr. Perraiilt explained, however, 


that these 'buttons were nCtaen years 
old and he hud changed Ills views 
sinca. 
Now the Caniulian indepen- 


dence league has isauetl its platform 
and constitution, but has declined to 
publish Its list of officers and mem- 
bers.

and will 


realize the dream of Edward Bellamy. 


At Lewiston he has already started 


the groundwork for a model city, 
wherein everyone will be nn owner, 
and where the most ideal relations 
will exist. He has picked out the 
sight for tho metropolis, 
has had 


elaborate plans made by a Washing- 
ton architect for all the government 
buildings and has now in operation 
one of the buildings of the "Co-opera- 
tive Association of America." 


Some of the principal features of 


the plan are ns fellows: 


The association is to own all the 


laud in America. 


The manufactories and all branches 


of industry to be absorbed by the as- 
sociation. 


Everyone to work for it at some 


congenial employment and everyone 
to be made to work a certain number 
of hours every dny. The government 
to be gradually absorbed and per- 
sons who warrant the trust through 
long years of faithful servica and 
ability to be appointed by civil sorv- 
ice system to govern.

This is not a particularly rich ore, 


but if it was more eligibly situated 
it would pay to mine it. Quartz min- 
ing requires a more expensive plant 
than plncer mining, however. Ordi- 
nary gold hunters, therefore, will not 
rush in and stake out claims in a 
hurry. Only a company having cap- 
ital could utilize the discovery. 


The Dundee papers which announce 


the finding and value of the ore fail 
to say on which side of Davis strait 
the deposits were found, or how far j 
north. But the presumption is that i 
the place is pretty close to the Arctic 
circle, where the climate is inhospit- 
able. . California, Colorado and the 
Transvaal will hardly find a serious 
rival in the Davis strait gold mining 
n'dustry in the immediate future.

M. Legcndre has had printed 
for the use of all his patients a little 
leaflet, the text of which runs as fol- 
lows: 


Most of the diseases treated in the 


hospitals arise from alcoholic drinks — 
that is to say, thvy arc cither caused 
or aggravated by the use of alcohol. All 
alcoholic drinks are dan^crnus, and the 
most, harmful are those which contain, 
aromnticR in addition to alcohol— as, 
for instance, absinthe nnd the so-called 
aperients, called uincrs. 


Alcoholic drinks ore more dangerous 


when taken on nn empty .stomach or 
between meals. A man necessarily be- 
comes alcoholic — I. o.: slmviy poisoned 
b.v alcohol— even if he never get«dr milt, 
when every day h« drinks alcohol in the 
form of liquor or too much wine, more 
t'jiiin one liter per diem. 


Alcohol is a, poison the habitual IIPP 


of which destroys more or less uuickly, 
but none the less certainly, all the or- 
pins most necessary In life — the stom- 
ach, the liver, the kidneys, the blood 
vcfisels, the heart, and the brain. Al-

strengthen him. It is imsulist it tjlc for 
food, but talcen away the taste for It. 
Those who often drink alcohol or too
